4 French Men of 
‘War are potied within the Puntal, with 4 
Spanifh Galleys, and a large fiat Vefiel on 
which is a Battery of 10 twenty four Poun- 
ders. There are in this City 5600 Foot 
and 350 Horfe. The Regiments of Bonne- 
ville and Mahoni-are on the Ifland of Li- 
cn, with 2 Battallions of the Regiment of 
Barrois. There are goo Horfe and {ome 
Foot at St. Mary, 3 Batteries between this 
Town and the Puntal, and 3 others flank 
the River, The Fort of St. Pedro, is like- 
wife well provided for its Defence.
